The dead members of the crew of 
the submarine S-51 died at their 
posts, Lieut. Comdr. Elisberg said 
tonight. 

As the rusty, torn hulk of the 
submaine lay in drydock at the 
Brooklyn navy yard, Lieut. Comdr. 
Elisberg for the first time told what 
the divers working under him saw 
in the vessel as it lay on the ocean 
bed off Block Island, where she 
sank after being rammed by the 
City of Rome last fall. 

‘While the S-51 was at the bot- 

tom, divers entered through the 
hatches and explored her,” he said. 
“Every man seen was at his station. 
Some of them had their hands on 
valves. 
“We saw James M. Schofield, 
radio operator, at his post, his body 
rigid in a chair, his head and shoul- 
ders bobbing up and down in the 
green water over the keys of his 
instrument. 


Body Held Lever. 


‘We say the body of another sea- 
man in the engineroom bulkhead 
stretching his arm out grasping a 
lever in an eerernnt to close an 
emergency valve.’ 

Lieut. Comar. Ellsberg expressed 
the opinion that the submarine was 
trying to avoid the City of Rome 
when she was struck. The peri- 
scope pointed aft, he said, showing 
that they were watching the City 
of Rome, which was coming up be- 
hind from the port side. 

The helm of the S-51, he said, 
was hard to the right, showing that 
the crew at the moment of collision

Paris, June 8.—A_ plan _ for 
stabilization of the French franc— 
and later the Belgian franc and the 
Italian lira—is being worked out 
between Montagu Norman, gover- 
nor of the Bank of England, and 
Benjamin Strong, governor of the 
Federal Reserve Bank of New York. 
While the French parliament swel- 
ters through day after day trying to 
decide whether it will accept the 
plan worked out by French finan- 
cial experts, these two are sitting 
comfortably on the beautiful penin- 
sula of Antibés, on the Mediterran- 
ean, deciding what credit they will 
give France. 

Meanwhile, today the franc sank 
to a new low of 39.01 to the dollar, 
and after “the close of the bourse, 
sagged unofficially to a value 
scarcely more than 40 to the dollar 
or 2% cents. 

Mr. Norman and Mr. Strong have 
with them today S. Parker Gilbert, 
agent general of reparations, who 
came from Berlin to discuss with 
them the general credit situation of 
Europe. Among the three is begin- 
ning a discussion aimed at stabiliza- 
tion of all European moneys, which 
may end by proving to be a bigger 
international enterprise than the 
Dawes plan. 

Their activities are in the first 
stages. They have considered the 
French situation and the discussion 
is now on the larger ground of Euro- 
pean stability.

CHANGES REJECTED 
BY COMMISSIONERS 


Board Adheres to Plans, 
Despite Request for 
Cut in Expenses. 


CONSIDER ESTIMATES 
IN ALL-DAY SESSION 


School Body Trims $2,000, - 
000 From Fund Asked 
for sical S deaien 


Recommendations by the citizens’ 


advisory council that the District 
departmental estimates for the 1928 


budget be cut from $48,000,000 to 
$38,000,000 was formally presented 
to the commissioners yesterday, but 
the latter adhered to their original 
intention cf making the grand to- 
tal around $40,000,000 instead. It 
was said that they faced a difficult 
task of deletion to accomplish that 
much reduction. 

The commissioners considered 
the budget all day and by evening 
had nearly completed their first re- 
view of all its items. They still 
have to go over the requests for ap- 
propriations from Maj. U. S. Grant 
3d, superintendent of public build- 
ings and public grounds, and of Dr. 
George F. Bowerman, librarian of 
the free public library. 

Library estimates will be taken 
up at 10 a. m. today. Dr. Bower- 
man will be heard in defense of the 
increased appropriations he asks 
for. At 10:30 o’clock representa- 
tives of the Benning Citizens asso- 
ciation will wait on the commission- 
ers to urge more street lighting and 
paving in their neighborhood. 

Ask School Reduction. 


After the first. reading of the 
budget the commissioners will go 
back to consider items temporarily 
passed over, including new figures 
from the board of education. 

Acting Superintendent of Schools 
Robert Lk. Hayceck and all the 
members of the board of education 
except E. C. Graham, sat with the 
commissioners yesterday morning. 
They had asked for appropriations 
slightly exceeding $16.000,000. 
The commissioners asked them to 
trim to $13,500,000. They agreed 
to do so and said they would sub- 
mit modified estimates today. The 
citizens’ advisory council recom- 
mended only $12,000,000 #£=for 
school purposes. 

In its report the council did not 
ask the commissioners for a copy 
of their revised estimates which 
will be reported to the bureau of 
the budget July 15, as the council 
members indicated they would do 
in their discussion Wednesday 
evening. The opinion was ex- 
pressed in the District building that 
the commissioners would hardly 
feel themselves at libert> to reveal 
their estimates even to the council. 

To Submit ‘Opinion. 

The council indicated that it 
would go over the departmental es- 
timates item by item and submit 
more detailed recommendations to 
the commissioners at a later date. 

Concentration of fiscal authority, 
by giving District officials control 
over the appropriations made for 
the Federal agencies whose esti- 
mates form part of the District 
budget, was recommended by the 
council. These include Maj. 
Grant’s office, the National Zoologi- 
cal park and some other offices.

'Month’s Course Designed to

The cities, towns and villages of 
the Third army corps area again 
sent their sons to the citizens mili- 
tary training camps yesterday, 
bringing nearer a realization of the 
great ideal—a trained citizenry 
ready to sprinz to the nation’s de- 
fense. 

Washington sent approximately 
267 men to the five camps in the 
Third corps area. The States in 
this area—Maryland, Pennsylvania 
and Virginia—sent approximately 
4,000. The exact enrollment will 
not be known until tonight. 

Most of the local men went to 
Camp Eustis, near Yorktown, Va. 
The others were distributed among 
Camp Meade, Md.; Fort Monroe, 
Va.; Fort Myer, Va., and Fort Hum- 
phreys, Va. Eight from this city 
were sent outside the Third corps 
area, to the signal cosps camp at 
Fort Monmouth, N. J. 


89 Camps in Country. 


A record-breaking enrollment= ig 
this and other areas was in prospect 
last night. The 39 camps through- 
out the country have an allotment 
of 35,000 men, but it is expected 
that this figure will be greatly ex- 
ceeded. 

Camp Meade, the largest of the 
cantonments hereabouts, had en- 
rolled 2,100 at 3 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon and was expecting to 
enroll 300 more. Never in the six 
years the citizens’ camps have been 
in operation has Meade been host 
to such a number. 

The future ‘‘modern’ minute 
men’’ straggled into camp through- 
out the day, as varied a lot of 
youngsters as was ever mobilized, 
There were rich boys and poor 
boys, smartly dressed boys and 
shabby boys, sissy boys and tough 
boys—yes, and a few who looked 
very much like ‘‘cake-eaters.”’ 

Within an hour or so after the 
boys had arrived ‘most of these 
distinguishing marks had _ disap- 
peared for the army is a great 
leveler. The knickers, Oxford bags 
and bell-bottoms gave way to 
khaki breeches and leggings, as- 
sorted headgear to broad’ campaign 
hats, and so on through the list of 
things sartorial. 


Given Medical Examination. 


In each camp the boys went 
through what the army calls “‘pro- 
cessing.’” This begins with the 
medical examination, when tha 
boys are paraded before the army 
physicians. If they survive this 
they go on to where the uniforms 
are passed out. Then they are as- 
signed to their respective tents. 

A daily swim in the James river 
for every citizen soldier was ordered 
vesterday at Fort Eustis. Those who 
can not swim will be turned over to 
experts who will teach them. 

The most interesting organization 
at Camp Meade is the Twelfth in- 
fantry company. . This is made up 
of boys who, while they are not ex- 
actly weaklings, are not quite strong 
enough to undergo the training map- 
ped out for the others. They are 
given a special diet and special ex- 
ercises until they are ready to join 
the others. 

The camps will last a month, and 
in that time the citizen soldiers will 
take part in drills, marches, field 
maneuvers, organized athletics and 
special instruction. This year, it is 
said, more time will be given to play 
than to work.

today, on this, the second day of his 
vacation in the heart of the Adiron- 
dacks, but served to curtail his ac- 
tivity only a little. 

Undismayer by a heavy rain, Mr. 
Coolidge was early astir at the camp 
after a long sleep, and took a walk 
in the woods of White Pine camp. 
But in the afternoon, with bad 
weather continuing, he remained in- 
side before a huge log fire enjoying 
the relaxation from official cares 
which is to be his for several weeks. 
Then, when the skies cleared late 
in the day, he again strolled under 
the trees of the camp before going 
to dinner and another quiet evening. 

The work of settling the camp 
meanwhile continued unabated, as 
indications of quickening 
on the part of the citizens and of- 
ficials of this region multiplied. 

Automobile tourists swung past 
the camp enclosure to obtain a 
glimpse of the summer White House 
while the ever-watchful eye of the 
public official was represented by 
an inspector for this section of the 
New York State conservation com- 
mission who, deciding that one day 
of respite was enough, called to see 
if the two white collies, Rob Roy 
and Prudence Prim, the ever pres- 
ent companions and chums of the 
President and Mrs. Coolidge. were 


_ properly licensed for this State. 


Not disturbing the pets, who 
were with the President before the 
log fire, Mrs. Coolidge. attended to 
the matter by filling out the proper 
application blanks for the dogs, 
with which the inspector departed 
happy. 

In such matters the President 
and Mrs. Coolidge are the same as 
private citizens in the eyes of the 
law, which requires the licensing of 
all dogs that roam at large in State 
forests, such as these which border 
the presidential camp. 

Gov. Smith, of the Empire State. 
anticipated one such complication 
by sending the President a fishing 
license a few days before the chief 
executive left Washington for his 
vacation. This license, Mr. Cool- 
idge wears pinned on his fishing 
cap, as required by law, and mani- 
fests pride in it. 

With the President a Republican 
and the governor a Democrat, it is 
remarked on all hands here that 
politics, in vacation time, at least, 
stops at the water’s edge. 

The executive offices, scarcely a 
stone’s throw from Paul Smith’s 
hotel, where many of the presiden- 
tial party are living, opened its 
door today. Located in a cottage 
of commodious rooms and great 
fireplaces, the accommodations aré¢ 
ample in every way.

AIDED BY FLORIDA BOOM

Extended use of waterpower and 
the growing development of the 
iron and steel and cotton-spinning 
industries have helped the South 
make rapid strides in industrial 
growth in the last few years, in the 
opinion. of Secretary Hoover. 

He believes also that the migra- 
tion of people from Eastern States 
has tended to switch South instead 
of West, and that the movement to 
|'Florida, even though seasonal, has 
helped the rest of the South in im- 
proving its economic, structure. 
Discussing Southern develop- 
(ment and migrations yesterday, 
'the Secretary described the recent 
|'movement to Florida and the trail- 
hitting to southern California ear- 
lier in the century as the ‘‘greatest 
human migrations in this country.” 

Although people were going 
South in increasing numbers -from 
the East, Mr. Hoover said, this 
would not have any harmful ef- 
fect on the latter territory, since 
they were always migrating from 
the East, either South or West, 
without materially changing its 
population. With the exception of 
one or two New England States, he 
added, all Eastern States were 
growing in point of population. 

The Secretary also believes the 
increasing migration South will not 
affect to any great extent the usual 
trek West. He holds there always 
will be migrations West, because of 
the vast undeveloped lands and 
other resources in that section of 
the country.

| Hoover said that North Carolina 
'was the banner State in point of

Spain Calls Country 
Tranquil, Prosperous

The Spanish embassy yesterday

By 1915 
the figure reached 175,224,000, and 
by 1920 it had increased 260,000.- 
000 gallons.

On the heels of a statement yes- 

terday by Julius Klein, director of 
the bureau of domestic and for- 
eign commerce, that the Franco- 
German Potash Syndicate was re- 
garded here as a monopoly, despite 
contentions to the contrary of its 
sales agency in this country, an- 
nouncement was made at the com- 
merce department that an official of 
the bureau of mines would depart 
shortly for Texas to talk over with 
State officials plans for exploring 
potash deposits there. 
- The department has an appropri- 
ation of $100,000 to carry on the 
investigation in Texas, and in view 
of the benefit to Texas from any ex- 
tensive operations for potash re- 
covery there were indications that 
some help might be sought of the 
State in carrying on the work. The 
geological survey will decide where 
the borings are to be made and the 
bureau of mines will supervise 
drilling operations. 

Approximately 90 per cent of the 
potash consumed in this country 
last year was imported from fields 
eontrolled by the Franco-German 
syndicate. Officials have been out- 
spoken in their denunciation of 
practices tending to monopolize the 
production and sale of raw products 
essential to this country’s needs, 
and they intend to do their utmost 
to develop. production in this 
country and its possessions.

Commerce Head Lacks Con- 
trol, Opinion Holds, Pend- 
ing Action of Congress. 


SITUATION IS MUDDLED 
IN ABSENCE OF LAWS 


Decision of Chicago Federal 
Court Against Regulation 
Is Upheld. 


(By the Associated Press.) 
Under an opinion rendered by the 
Department of Justice yesterday, ra- 
dio in the United States continues 
virtually unregulated. 


In substance, it held 
the Commerce Department, which 
sought its advice on the subject 
after Congress failed to pass specific 
regulatory legislation, was without 
authority under existing laws, to 
control broadcasting by the issuance 
of definite wave lengths. 

This was similar to the opinion 
handed down by the Federal court 
at Chiago in deciding a test case 
against the Zenith Radio Corpora- 
tion, involving alleged “pirating” of 
an unauthorized wave length. While 
its full import was not made known, 
it was announced at the Commerce 
Department that its text would be 
made public tomorrow along with a 
statement outlining the department’s 
future plans.

Meanwhile officials of the depart- 
ment refrained from commenting 
pending a study of the document,, 
and no indication was given as to 
what the department’s policy might 
be.

It is figured that 8,000,000,000 gold 
marks, or $2,000,000,000 worth of 
German railroad and industrial de- 
bentures, if placed on the interna- 
tional market, would, in connection 
with the banks of issue of the coun- 
tries inv olved—including the Bank 
of France—be ample covering for 
all the existing international obli- 
gations growing out of the war and 
could serve as a basis of credit by 
which the French, Belgian and Ital- 
jan currencies could be stabilized. 

In other words, reparations due 
France, Belgium and Italy from Ger- 
many would be paid by Germany in 
debentures in an international pool, 
which on this basis would give vir- 
tually unlimited credit to France, 
Belgium and Italy for all foreign 
payments, whether commercial obli- 
gations or annuities on war debts. 

The idea is a way around the link- 
ing up of war debts and reparations 
to which America has always been 
opposed. It does not link them up, 
it is held, because reparations are 
poured into a pool on one side and 
among the outlets of the pool on 
the other side are war debt annui- 
ties. 

This discussion has not yet de- 
veloped to the point where the 
French public is aware that its fate 
is being settled, not in the chamber 
of deputies but on the Cape of An- 
tibes. Finance Minister Caillaux's 
immediate task is to get a vote of 
confidence out of the chamber for 
the French financial plan, as proof 
to the world’s bankers, as repre- 
sented at Antibes, that France 
wants to put an end to the infla- 
tion and is ready to make the nec- 
essary sacrifices. 

Unfortunately for Caillaux, he 
can not go into the details of the 
credit plan—not even in the gen- 
eral way just presented——-because 
the banking lords have not given 
him anything to go on.

WARRING AGAINST FAKE STOCKS. 

The public can not be warned too often 
against the operations of fraudulent stock pro- 
moters. For several years Congress has been 
petitioned to enact a ‘“‘blue sky law’’ for the 
District of Columbia that would serve as a 
model for other States, but no action has ever 
been taken. Notwithstanding the neglect of 
Congress, however, great progress has been 
made in many of the States in foiPing the fake 
stock vendors by warning the public against 
them. Better business bureaus have been 
formed in nearly all the large cities through 
the efforts of the Associated Advertising Clubs 
of the World, and these agencies have been 
highly instrumental in frustrating the sale of 
fraudulent stocks. Officials of these bureaus 
assert that no previous campaign for eliminat- 
ing fake promoters ever reached the number 
of people that the present one has reached, yet 
the campaign is only getting under way. 
Warnings are being sent out through the 
newspapers, pamphlets, posters and by radio, 
with the result that the movement has become 
nation-wide. In Utica, N. Y., the mayor set 
aside a day which he proclaimed ‘“‘before you 
invest— investigate” day. Boy Scouts dis- 
tributed circulars of warning, store windows 
displayed posters, and motion picture houses 
flashed warnings. The result was a flood of 
inquiries for information.

SHIFTS IN BRITISH POLITICS. 

The coal strik¢é, and the possibilities grow- 
ing out of it, seem likely to produce an ex- 
tremely interesting political situation in 
Britain.

“We have removed a man whose 
entire life has been devoted to the 
successful sailing, building and oper- 
ating of American ships; I think 
this action speaks for itself,’ was 
all Mr. Plummer had to say. Admiral 
Benson’s statement was: 

“T was most strongly opposed to 
the action of the board in removing 
Capt. Crowley as in my opinion he 
has made a most efficient president 
of the Fleet Corporation, and I do 
not believe it possible to get a man 
in this country who has a more 
practical grasp of the American 
shipping situation or a better idea 
of the measures that should be tak- 
en to solve the practical problems 
facing the United States Shipping 
Board.”’ 

In his statement, Capt. Crowley 
pointed out that he had served as 
head of the Fleet Corpora:ion for 
nine months, during which time he 
had brought about savings in excess 
of $5,000,000. 

‘“*‘No reason 


has been given for 
my removal,” his statement contin- 
ued. “‘The only act of mine, so far 
as I know, which has met with any 
disapproval by a majority of the 
board, has been my attitude in re- 
lation to the sale of the American 
Oriental Line and its effects upon 
the American merchant marine. 

“IT have had the most hearty sup- 
port and indorsement of the two 
members on the board who admit- 
tedly know more about merchant 
shipping than any other members, 
Admiral Benson and Vice Chairman 
Plummer.’’ 

, The new corporation president 
based his request for retirement 
from the army on 37 years of active 
service, which began as an enlisted 
man in the combat service in 1889. 

Born in Lafayette, Ind., in 1867, 
he served in the several Indian cam- 
paigns, in the Santiago, Cuba, cam- 
paign, in the Philippines and in the 
occupation of Vera Cruz in 1914, 
and also saw service in this country 
during the world war.

The 
remarkable extension of high ten- 
sion lines within the last few years, 
carrying energy from the great 
generating stations which can be 
operated more economically, is the 
reason. 

The towns which have given up 
municipal ownership in the last four 
years are getting lower rates. They 
are getting uniform voltage instead 
of flickering bulbs, while they now 
all have 24-hour service where be- 
fore the current was on only twelve 
to eighteen hours a day. 


Electric Energy Increases. 


The increase of electrical energy 
in this agricultural State has been 
little short of prodigious. Twelve 
years ago there were not much more 
than 100 miles of transmission 
lines in the State. Today there are 
10,000 miles of high voltage lines, 
and Iowa is said to have a wider 
distributfon of electric voltage than 
any other State. The lines strike 
in néarly every township. 

There are 914 incorporated cities 
and towns in the State, and out of 
these 880 have electric service. The 
other 34 are hamlets, all but two 
of them having less than 300 popu- 
lation. Joe Carmichael, an author- 
ity on lowa’s electric utilities, fig- 
ures that of the total urban popula- 
tion 99.46 per cent live in towns and 
cities with electric service, which, 
he says, puts Iowa in first rank on 
this. 

There still remain 57 communi- 
ties which generate all or part of 
their electrical energy, five of these 
being cities of more than 5,000 and 
more than one-half of them being 
villages of less than 2,000 There 
are 72 others which own their dis- 
tribution system but buy their en- 
ergy from transmission lines, this 
in addition to the 107 cities that 
have forsaken municipal ownership 
absolutely. 


Commercial Rates Cheaper. 


One thing it has meant is cheaper 
rates. in 1922 the revenue per 
kilowatt hour of total output was 
1.8 cents for commercial] establish- 
ments, as against 6.3 cents for the 
municipal ownership plants. This 
is due to the rate for power. Cur- 
rent for lighting costs about the 
same for both types of plant, but 
on current for power the aver- 
age kilowatt hour revenue was 
1.5 cents for the commercial, as 
against 5 cents for the municipal 
plants. — 

There is no municipal ownership 
of street railways. Many of them 
would like to sell, but couldnt get 
municipalities to buy. They are 
having hard sledding. There are 
nearly 700,000 automobiles and 
trucks in the State. They have a 
saying out here that if. four per- 
sons were put in every automobile 
the whole population could be 
transported out of Iowa within a 
day. The street cars operate under 
local franchises.

The 
authorities are investigating ‘the 
ownership of the automobile, as 
Shrader was unable to produce any 
registration card. He said the car 
belonged to a friend in Washing- 
ton.

Wolfegg, Wuerttemberg, July 8 
(By A. P.).—The engagement of 
Dr. Maximilian Hohenberg, eldest 
son of the assassinated Archduke 
Franz Ferdinand, of Austria, to 
the Countess Elizabeth von Wald- 
burg, daughter of Prince Waldburg, 
was announced today. 


Prince Maximilian of Hohenberg 
was the son by a morganatic mar- 
riage of the Austrian archduke 
whose assassination at Sarajevo in 
1914 started the world war. 

The Countess Elizabeth ‘von 
Waldburg, who was born *August 
10, 1904, is the youngest daughter 
of the Prince of Waldburg.

TO OROP ROYAL STATUS 


Ferdinand ton Son s Moral 
Delinquencies Caused His 
“Painful” Decision. 


NO POLITICS, HE HOLDS 


——— 


Bucharest, July 8 (By A. P.) 
The real reason that Prince Carol 
renounced his claim to the throne 
of Roumania was because of nis 
‘“‘repeated moral delinquencies,”’ 
showing that he was not fit ever to 
become the ruler of his people, ac- 
cording to his father, King Ferdi- 
nand. 

In a talk 
for the 
revealed 


with a correspondent 
Associated Press, the king 

that he himself asked 
Prince Carol to - renounce the 
throne. Although he asked to be 


excused from discussing in detail 
the circumstances of the renuncia- 
tion, King Ferdinand said: , 

“It is a long and painful story. 
But I can tell vou this, that there 
were ho political motives behind it. 
It was my own act, provoked by my 
son’s extraordinary conduct. No 
political leader forced a decision 
upon me. 

“Although my action gave me 
deep anguish and pain to the queen 
and myself, it had to be done in the 
interests of my country, the people, 
the government and the crown. 
Carol proved by his repeated moral 
delinquencies that he was entirely 
unfitted to assume the duties of a 
sovereign. Therefore, I demanded 
his renunciation. I could with 
propriety have done nothing else.”’ 


Much secrecy has surrounded the 
reasons back of Prince Carol's re- 
nunciation of the throne last De- 
cember, although his love affairs 
were known to have played a large 
part in his difficulties with his 


parents and the,Roumanian govern- 
ment. Political complications were 
suggested as the reason. 

Prince Carol was married first in 
1918 to Mile. Zizi Lambrino, who 
came of humble stock. He was ar- 
rested and imprisoned despite his 
pleas to be allowed to renounce the 
throne and live quietly with his 
morganatic bride. Finally he con- 
sented to an annulment, and in 
1921 was married to Princess 
Helene, of Greece. But this niar- 
riage did not prove happy, and 
stories were constantly in circula- 
tion concerning Carol’s escapades. 

One, in particular, that with 
Mme. Lupescu,. attracted wide at- 
tention, especially after his dra- 
mattic renunciation of the throne, 
made public December 3). 1925. 
Latest reports of Carol said that 
he and Mme. Lupescu had bought 
a villa just outside of Paris. Only 
recently Carol was dropped from 
the royal civil list of the Rouman- 
jan government. His private in- 
come is said to be about $30,000 a 
year.

The discharge, in good faith, of 
government employes not needed in
